When breaking heifers to milk 
take pains with them, so that you 
don’t have to break them over 
every time you milk. 

Thorough stripping, is the best 
motto a milker can paste in his hat, 
and it won’t injure the cows if fol- 
lowed literally. 

Build your milking sheds with 
sloping floors, and never ‘let your 
cows stand hock deep in filth unless 
you prefer filthy milk. 

Bran is one of the cheapest foods 
used in the rations of cows, but it 
is most beneficial when fed in con- 
nection with ground grain and out 
feed. 

A simple remedy for sore teats 
is said to be: “Wash the parts well 
with warm water and castile soap, 
dry, and apply equal parts linseed 
oil and lime water.” 

Buy extra good cows, but if you 
think the price too high, invest 
$100, either alone or in partnership 
with your neighbor, in the best 
bull ‘you can find for the money, 
and breed him to your best milk 
and butter producer. — National 
Stockman. 

Try the experiment of washing 
the cream. It sounds funny, but 
the doctors say itis a good thing 
for making the butter come easy 
and in fine form. It is.done by 
pouring water into the cream and 
allowing it to stand for several 
hours. 

The usual rule is to save the milk 
at theend of the fifth to the seventh 
day after calving. No fixed date 
can be given. There should be no 
sign of fever or inflammation about 
the udder, and the peculiar milk of 


have entirely passed away. 

Because anything is traditional 
is no criterion that it is right. If 
a heifer kicks at her first milking 
don’t swear at her and thump her 
with the milking stool just because 
you saw somebody else do it, but 
try and have more sense than a 
foolish cow, and perhaps she may 
learn somethihg yet. 

Mixing milk is injurious to the 
yield of butter. This is well-known 
-to milkmen and butter-makers. If 
milk which has been set for some 
time and upon which the cream 
has partly risen, is stirred, the 
cream never rises again fully, and 
there is. a considerable loss of but- 
ter from it. Why this should be 
so is not easily explained, but it is 
so well-known that milk dairymen 
stir the milk eecasionally to pre- 
vent the cream from rising. 

During the past week there was 
offered for sale in Prescott, 75 cows 
and calves for $1,500—the pur- 
chaser to have his pick from 300 
cows and calves, without finding a 
taker. While itis stated that an- 
other well-known stockman south 
of Prescott offered to sell any num- 
ber of cattle not to exceed one 
thousand head for $10 per head all 
around without being able to dis- 
pose of his stock. It is these kind 
of things that’ knock the wind out 
of all-our-pet- theories in regard to 
an improveiment in the cattle mar- 
ket, but all the same we advise our 
readers to hold on like “death to a 
drowning nigger,” for the boom is 
sure to come, and that, too, at no 
very distaut day.—[Prescott Hoof 
and Horn.

: THOUGH much has been said of 

what this State was going to do in 
‘the building of railways during the 
year 1887, but little was actually 
done, aside from a few preliminary 
surveys. Ia other States a great 
mavuy miles were constructed. The 
South has been making great pro- 
gress in railway construction, In 
ten States last year eighty-one 
lines were in progress or completed, 
making an aggrega‘e mileage of 
1,691. The six Northwestern States 
constructed 5,149 miles. T ie great- 
est number of miles constructed in 
auy one State was ia Kansas,where 
the total is set down at 2,070. Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Texas, Colorado, 
Dakota and Montana had an ag- 
gregate of 6,400 miles of new rail- 
road. Seven Pacific States and 
Territories are credited with 648 
miles of mew road. The same au- 
thority estimates that the new roads 
construc.ed in 1887 averaged in cost 
$25,000 per mile and that the total 


cost was not less than $325,000,000. 


The railway mileage of the whole 
country at the close of 1887 is esti- 
mated in round numbers at 157.000 
miles. While the six Southwest- 
ern States show more mileage than 
any other, it is a fair inference that 
the time is not far distant when the 
seven Pacific States and Territories 
will take the lead. This is com- 
. paratively new ground. There is 
still a vast outlying territory where 
no railroad has ever been con- 
structed. More than half the area 
of California is practically without 
railways. All the vast region of 
. the northwestern coast, within the 
limits of California, is to-day with- 
out railroads. And that great sec- 
tion is one of the richest in natural 
resources of any in the State. The 
valleys are fertile,the grazing lands 
are good, and the most valuable 
stanil of timber is to be found in 
this section. It may fairly be pre- 
sumed that the second era of rail- 
way buildingis about to begiu in 
these Pacific Coast States and Ter- 
ritories. The completion of the 
California and Oregon railroad was 
the great event on this side of the 
country of the year 1887. The ex- 
tension of the Atchison and Tepeka 
road in Southerao California, aud 
the great work of the Northern P+- 
cific at the Cascade mountaius were 
also very important events. Then 
there is the probable extension of 
the Carson and Colorado railroad 
down to the Colorado river, or to an 
‘intersection with the Rio Grande 
railroad. The rumors of the exten- 
sion of the latter road through the 
San Joaquin Valley have not as- 
sumed any tangible shape. Only 
an outline of the more important 
railway enterprises to be accom- 
plished in the near future in Cali- 
fornia and the contiguous country, 
is here given, with the saving 
clause that some of them may not 
be accomplished during the present 
 @r even the succeeding year, but 
‘with the strong probability that 
before the year closes other roads of 
hardly less importance will be 
planned and the work of construc- 
tion begun. In speaking of pro- 

jected roads the Enterprise says the 
palt Lake and Los Angeles road 
"will surely be built at an early day. 
It will be an independent line all 
the way between the two points. 
It will pass along the southern 
shore of Great Salt Lake, then will 
rua southwest in Utah, very close 
to the Nevada State line, for a 
considerabie distance. The Nevada

The Case to be Argued Monday—A 
Surprise. 
Saw FrRawncisco, Jan. 13.—The trial

This declaration caused a flutter of 
surprise, which was only intensified 
when Mr. Fiourpey quietly remarked 
that be would introduce no further 
testimony. 

“Why then,”’ said bis Honor, *‘you 
are ready to go to the jury.” 

Mr. Kirk said that he desired to 
make an argument, but his duties in 
connection with the werk ofthe Grand 
Juarybed rendered it impossible for him 
to be present throughout the trial, and 
he desired a continuance until Monday 
morning in order to familiarize him- 
self with testimory. 

“In order that the prosecution may 
make the most possible out of their 
cass, we wiil agree to the continuance,”’ 
said Mr. Darwin. Aftera brief whis- 
pered conference with Mr. McClure, 
Mr. Rankin and the defendant arose 
aud offered to submit the case to the 
jury without argument. Colonel 
Fiourney intimated, however, that he 
preferred to argue the case. 

The Court admonished the jury te 
be extremely careful during the loug 
recess, not to read or talk about the 
case, and an adjournment was takeu 
until Monday morning at 10 o’clock. 

This early conclusion, of the case 
has taken both sides somewhat aback, 
There is still considerable to be 
broug':t forth in Mr. Darwin’s open- 
ing statement that bas not been de- 
tailed from the witness. No attempt 
has been made to substantiate the 
charges made by the detendant against 
her husband and father-in-law, and 
the alleged bogus marriage of which 
she was the victim, still remains to be 
proved. The prosecution offered no- 
thing in rebuttal.

WHAT OUR REPRESENTA- 


Senator Stewart’s Silver Bill 
Meeting With Favor—The New 
Silver Vault—Uncle Jimmy en 
Deck. 


Regular Correspondence GaZETrE. ]} 
WASHINGTON, D. C., 
January 9, 1888. 

EDITOR GAZETTE—I visited the 
Treasury Department again tbe 
other day and was considerably in- 
terested in the mammoth, new sil- 
ver vault just completed. Its di- 
mensions, outside measurement, are 
60.10 feet by 97.8. The coin is to be 
stored in 16 cells or r°oms, arranged 
in two rows of eight each, separated 
by a passage-way about four feet 
wide, with a door from each room 
opening into it. Each room is 
20 feet by 10, and about 15 feet 
high, The silver dollars will be 
stored in boxes and in such a way 
tat in the end of the room further- 
est from the door they will be piled 
high, and grading down to the en- 
trance. It is expected that each 
room will contain eight million if 
piled close to the top of the arches. 
This will make the total accommo- 
dations of the vaults equal to $128,- 
000,000. 

I took advantage of the opportu- 
nity to ask an old-time Treasury 
official, to whom I was introduced 
after coming out of the vault, if the 
general people of the Eust were 
really opposed to haudling coin in- 
stead of paper muney. His answer 
was, in effect: ‘Yes; they prefer 
to handle paper mouey, but I can 
discern the inclination grewing 
stronger among them to have the 
notes backed by something more 
tangible than the mere promise of 
the Government.”’ 

“Do I understand you to iufer 
that the people, generaily, are be- 
coming entirely reconciled to the 
silver coinage law now in force?” 

“Oh, no; they object to the coin- 
age of the silver doilar, but not to 
the purchasing and depositing of 
ballion.” 

“Then the bill introduced _re- 
cently by Senator Stewart ought 
to satisfy them,’ I ventured. 

‘*Yes; Senator Stewart’s bill has 
many excellent features and is, iv 
my opinion, destined to become 
more popalar as it is.read and stud- 
ied by the thinking masses,”’ 

I learn this afternoon that Con- 
gressman Woodburn introduced a 
silver bill in the House this morn- 
ing which he intends to work 
through Congress, if possible, this 
session, i case Senator Stewart’s 
bill meets with formidable opposi- 
tion. Mr. Woodburn’s bill provides 
that the eoinage of silver shall be 
not less than $4,000,000 a month in- 
stead of $2,000,000. The co'nege of 
$4,000,000 a month would consume 
the entire product of the white 
metal of the United ~tates. 

Iam also reliably informed that 
Congressman Woodburn will short- 
ly introduce a bill proposing to 
cede all the public lands of the 


United States within the limits of | 


Nevada to the State. The object 
is to let the State have 
jurisdiction over all the public 
lands within her boundaries, so 
that the Legislature can afford to 
make improvements of a_ publie 
character, such as the sinking of 
artesian wells. etc. Mr. Woodburn 
has discussed the matter with sev- 
eral prominent men interested in 
Nevada’s welfare, and all are 
pleased with the idea, but a few of 
them view it, for several reasons, 
as premature. However, a fight 
will be made in behalf of the meas- 
ure. 

Ex-Senator Fair is in the city, 
minglivg with old friends and ac- 
quaintances.

A new live stock bill has been 


introduced into the U. S. Senate/ 


by Senator Palmer, of Michigan. 
It is identically the same as the 
Miller bill that was before Con- 
gress last session with the excep- 
tion of the make up of the board, 
which it states shall be composed 
of two persons of known executive 
ability and the Commissioner of 
Agriculture who shall be ex-officio 
a member of the Board and chair- 
man thereof. The Miler bill 
created a Board outside of the Ag- 
ricultural Department and antago- 
nized that bureau and its friends 
which caused the defeat of the Mil- 
ler bill. All that the cattlemen ask, 
and their request should be acqui- 
esced in cheerfully, is that the live 
stock sauitary matters of the coun- 
try be conducted by business men 
on business principles and by those 
most interested. The President is 
said to be favorably disposed to- 
ward the bill and there is little 
doubt it will pass the Senate,and we 
understand that Mr. Hatch, who as 
Chairman of the Committee on Ag- 
riculture and who killed the Miller 
bill last session, is more friendly 
disposed toward the new bill. 
Maj. W. A. Towers, President of 
the Cattle Growers’ Association of 
the United States, and Henry E. 
Alvard, L, 8. Coffman, Wm. War- 
field, Edward Lloyd, D. W. Smith, 
Dr. Azel Ames, A. M. Bowman, 
Elmer Washburn and Thomas 
Sturges, the Legislative Committee 
of said association,will be in Wash- 
ington until the bill is disposed of. 
The gentlemen have already won 
friends for this measure and are 
pushing the matter vigorously. 
The fight, however, should not be 
left te them alone, but stockmen 
throughout the west should write 
to their Congressmen and urge 
upon them the importance of sup- 
porting the bill, as it is a matter of 
utmost interest to every cattle- 
grower throughout the land.
